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SOLVING SILVER PROBLEMS 


REPUBLICANS NEARLY READY 
WITH A PLAN. 
TO .BE SUBMITTED TO THE CAUCUS 
COMMITTBES TO-DAY — SHEATHED 
VESSELS FOR THE NEW NAVY. 


Wasnineton, April 14.—How to handle the 
ailver question is a subject which has received 
a great deal of attention to-day from Repub- 
licans in both houses of Congress. Separate 
meetings were held, both forenoon and after 
noon, by the special committees of the Senate 
and House Republicans which are trying to 
work out a path for the party to follow, and 
substantial progress was made by each toward 
deciding upon proposals to be made at a joint 
meeting to be held to-morrow. 

The Republican Representatives will ask the 
Senators to agree upon substantially the same 
measure as has already been reported to the 
House in the shape of the modified Windom bill. 
This provides for the purehase of all silver 
bullion offered and payment for the same at 
the market price in certificates to be issued by 
the Treasury Department. The Representa- 
tives will ask, however, that these certificates 
shall be made redeemabie in either bullion or 
coin at the option of the holder, Seeretary 
Windom told the committee to-day that he still 
believed the certificates should be redeemable 
only in bullion, but the committee is strongly 
in favor ofthe other idea. it will also propose 
that when the market price of bullion reaches 
$1 for 371% grains there shall be free coinage 
of silver. 

As the result of their deliberations the Sen- 
ators will have several propositions to suggest 
to the Representatives for insertion in a silver 
bili. As might be expected from persons who 
ohject to letting the public know what they do 
in the Senate the Senators are very careful to 
give out no information abeut their proceed- 
ines, There is excellent reason for believing, 
however, that they will prepose to put a limit 
on the amount of bullion to be purchased, and 
that they will suggest some provisions a little 
outside of the silver question proper, but de- 
signed to get more money inte circulation. 

The Senators, it is said, will ask the Repre- 
pentatives 10 agree that the amount of bullion 
to be purchased shall not exceed 4,500,000 
ounces a month, and that this quantity may be 
coined. Instead of the certificates issued in 
payment being redeemable in bullion or coin, 
as the House Republicans propose, the Sena- 
tors will suggest that they be redeemable in 
ballion or “lawful money.’’ They will also 
propose, it is asserted, that the $100,000,000 
held in the Treasury for the redemption of 
Treasury notes shall be put into circulation. A 
third suggestion in the line of increasing the 
money supply will be that national banke shall 
De authorizéd to issue notes to the full par 
value of the bonds deposited by themin the 
Treasury to secure their notes. This would add 
10 per cent. to the amount of bank notes in 
circulation, as the banks now issue up to 90 
per cent. of the face value of the bonas, 

These are believed to be the chief proposi- 
tions to be offered by each committee when the 
⁊Wo ges together to-morrow. Senators and Rep- 
resentives agree that the time has come to do 
something with the silver question, and they 
deciare that under the prevailing spirit of con- 
oiliation and desire to reach a practical result 
they will have Mttle trouble in preparing a 
measure for which all can vote. The caucus of 
Republican Representatives, which was jo have 
been held to-night, bas been postponed until 
the two committees have had time to reach an 
agreement,

Mr. Plumb introduced in the Senate to-day 
a bill for the disposition of certain funds in 
the Treasury. It provides that the money re- 


uired to be deposited for the redemption of 
the national bank circulation shall be covered 
{nto the Treasury and ‘treated as fands avail- 
able for the reduction of the public debt and 
for the current expenses of the Government; 
that all funds heid for the payment of the 
matured debt and interest, due and unpaid, 
shall be similarly treated, and that hereafter 
po funds available avove the sum of $10,000,- 
000 shall be retained in the Treasury. This is 
pot to be construed, however, as permavently 
diminishing the fund of $100,000,000 now held 
for the redemption of Treasury notes. 

He said that there was less than $700,000,000 
of circulation for the use of the 65,000,000 
people of the United States—probably not more 
than $10 per capita. One or the greatest de- 
fects of oar system of finance was the compuli- 
sory hoiding in the Treasury of that very large 
sum of money—about $250,000,000—on the the- 
ory thatit was needed, (a theory confuted by 
every known fact,) and on the further theory

—— It had been stated in the public prints 

atin pursuance of his policy of controlling 
the finances of the country the Secretary of the 
Treasury had contracted the ourrency, during 
the month of February, over $10,000,000. 

Mr. Plamb believed that that retention of 
money in the Treasury, and that assumption on 
the part of the Secretary to do what might have 
been once proper, but which now constitutes a 
menase tothe basiness of the country, ought

Ifthe Naval Appropriation bill as it finally 
passes Congress contains provisions for addi- 
tional oruisers, it is probable that anew de- 
parture in American naval architectare will be 
made, and that the hulis of the vessels will be 
built of steel, sheathed with wood and copper. 
Many naval officers, prominent amonx them be- 
ing Naval Constructor Philip Hichvorn, have 
long favored this method of construction, which 

revents fouling of the bottom and consequent 

eterioration in speed. 

Advocates of sheathea hulls have a strong 
arcument in their favor, in a paper read before 
the British Institution of Naval Architects, by 
William EH. White, Director of Naval Construc- 
tion in the British Admiraity, giving an ac- 
eount of his observations of the behavior of the 
vessels engaged in last year’s naval mancu- 
vres. He discussed at length the relative 
speed of different vesseis, and gave some inter- 
esting facts regarding the vessels of the Medea 
©lass, which are identical in construction and 
engine gower, except that the Medea and Me- 
dusa have steel bottoma, while the Marathon 
and Melpomene are sheathed, and have conse- 

ueatly about 150 tons greater displacement. 

otwithstanding this they were about as fast 
the unsheated ships, when the latter had 
clean bottoms. 

The steel bottoms fouled so rapidly, however, 
that when, only afew weeks after having been 
cleaned, the Medea began a series of pro- 
gressive triais, she was found to be so foul that 
the trials were stopped and the Medusa, with a 
periestly smooth, clean bottom, was substitut- 
ed. Tae comparative results are interesting. 
The Medea, with 5,800 horse power. made only 
16.9 knots, while the Medusa, with the same 

wer, made 17.6 and 17 knots, with only 

,000-horse power. For 13 knots the Medea 

uired 2,000 horse power and the Medusa 
oniy 1,600. Mr. White says: *‘ These figures 
farnish a strong argument in favor of the 
course taken by the Admiralty in giving wood 
and copper sheathing to a large proportion of 
the new cruisers now building.”

Two years ago John M. Brower, the Repub- 
iican Congressman from the Fifth North Caro- 
lina district, was nominated for re-election 
before his vote for the Milis bill.

Every 
ogsible argument is being used toinduce mem- 
ors to vote for the battle ships, and it is prob- 
able that the amendment can be defeated, as it 
Was adopted in the eommittee by a compara-

It is certainly not the sentiment of the House 
that naval construction should stop at the 
resent time, and many men who voted —— 
the battle ships wilt probably, on further con- 
sideration, vote for them. This is particularly 
true of Republican Representatives, for, 
although the Naval Appropriation bill is not 
regarded as a partisan measure, they have had 
their party pride appealed to and have been 
urged not to allow a Democratic Administra- 
tion to have all the credit for the naval prog- 
ress of the country.

NO PUMPING ON SUNDAY. 


OIL WELLS MUST REMAIN IDLE ON 
THAT DAY UNDER THE LAW. 


WASHINGTON, Penn., April 14.—Judge Mo- 
Tivane to-day handed down a decision holding 
that oil-well pumping on Sunday was Sabbath 
desecration within the meaning of the law. The 
ease is of vital importance in all the oil flelds 
of the State. 

It came up on the appeal of William Funk, an 
oil pumper, from a summary eonviction before 
& Justice of the Peace on a charge of pumping 
an oil well on Sunday. The conviction of 
Funk in itself is of no importance, but 
the principle as to whether the pumping of 


roducing oil wells on Sunday is lawful or not 
8 One Of great interest. It appears that Hart 
Brothers, who are extensive oil operators 
here, have a well on the James P. Sayer farm 
and until Aug. 25, 1889, had been in the habit 
of having Funk pone the whole week round, 
claiming that if the well stood idle the sait 
water, whieh is the bane of every oil flela, would 
ruin it. On the Moaoday following the 25th of 
August, Mr. Sayer, owner or the farm, had the 
pumper arrested for working on Sunday. He 
was tried before a Justiceand fined. This prac- 
tically declared the pumping of wells on Sun- 
A malo wen and the case was therefore ap- 
Pealed. 

In court the defendant had prominent eil 
operators who testified thatthe pumping was 
necessary as the wells would be permanently 
affected if they were not pumped, owing to the 
fact that salt water will undoubtedly drive the 
oil southward from @ well, and even from an 
oj] field if allowed to stand in the wells. 
Nevertheless, the court to-day decided against 
Funk, and directed him to pay the four-dollar 
fine and costs prescribed by iaw. All the oil 
men in the region are liable to prosecution 
now, and the case is likely, therefore, to be 
taken to the Supreme Court,

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DANGERS OF THE BRIDGE 


ifs TERMINAL FAOILITIBS 
ORAMPED AND UNSAFS. 

EVEN THE TRUSTEES ADMIT THAT 
TRAVEL 18 ‘INCONVENIENT AND 
DANGEROUS”—MEANS OF RELIEF. 


In a communication presented to the Trustees 
of the New-York and Brooklyn Bridge, at the 
meeting of the board yesterday, President 
Howell informed his associates that ‘It is not 
only inconvenient, it is dangerous to oroes the 
bridge from New-York to Brooklyn during the 
busy hours of the evening, and the incon- 
venience and danger and the necessity and de- 
mand for better terminal facilities increase 
every day.” 

The occasion of this notable admission on the 
part of the President ef the board was the sub- 
mitting by Major McNulty of a report from the 
Committee on Terminal Facilities recommend- 
ing the substitution of an amended bill for the 
act introduced into the Senate by Senator Ja- 
eobs authorizing and empowering the Bridge 
Trustees to “establish at such points north of 
the northerly line of Concord-street, and be- 
tween Adams and Fulton streets, in the city of 
Brooklyn, such structures and other terminal 
facilities in the extension of and in conneetion 
with the bridge, on the railroads and roadways 


over the same, as they shall deem to be neces 
sary. 

This proposition having met with strenuous 
epposition at the hands of Mayor Grant and his 
Cabinet, the amended bill was prepared by 





The first section of the new bill defines the 
scope and object of the measure in these words: 


“The Trustees of the New-York and Brooklyn 
Bridge are hereby authorized and empowered to ex- 
tend the briage in Brooklyn and the railroad over 
the bridge to a point not further south than the 
jupotion of Washington-street and Tillary-street, 
and to establish at or near that point, on either or 
both sides of Washington-street, depot buildings, 
switching facilities, and structures pr oper and con- 
venient for terminal —— tor the — over 
the bridge. Such depot building shall not be 
erected further south than High-street, and the 
only structures to be constructed beyond that point 
shall be those required for switching and storage 

‘acilities.’’ 


The sever succeeding sections of the Jacobs 
bill are retained without change, but these are 
supplemented by tue following important pro- 
visions: ~~ — 


“Suc. 9. Any street surface railroad company 
whose tracks are now within 300 feet of the en- 
trance to tus bridge in Brooklyn may constract and 
operate such branches or changes of its routes 48 
shall be necessary to give proper and convenient

n the Brooklyn side the plana proposed to move 
the station so that it shall ‘ee loca’ over and be- 
tween Sands and High streets, the space occupied 
by the present awitohes. This change will move 

hes further away froin the present station, 
and they will ocoupy the space now occupled as 
storage room for the oars. 

This movement alone would involve the necessity 
of new storage room for the cars now in use, but in 
addition to these, storage room will be require: fo 
about as many more cars, which will be require 
when the plane for additional facilities are carried 
out. 

We now have 60 cars in use, and we shall then 
have 120, The proper place for this storage is be- 

ond the switohes and on a@iline with the plat- 

orms, in order that trains uay be put on and taken 
off the road without interrupting travel. 

t has been suggested that the storage shoulda be 
on the easterly side of Washington-street. This is 
impracticable, since the grade of our present plate 
forms 18 80 low that to cross Washington-strect at 
that level would close it. It nas also been sug- 
gested to make the storage yard extend to Fultop- 
street. This would involve for the storage of 
twenty-four trains, twenty-four curves, frogs, 
and switches, would be exceedingly inconvenient 
of access, and it would be impracticable to run 
trains on the headway proposed on account of the 
difficulty of getting the trains from these side- 
curved tracks upon the road. 

n order to handle trains successfully on the head. 
way proposed, it is essential that th» storage yard 
be easy of access, and that it be so arranged that 
hauling off aud putting on trains will not interfere 
with the trains in service on the road. The storage 
yard, as shown on the accompanying plan, provides 
storage room in the best possible pos tog, being in 
line with the road, easy of access, and ‘so located 
that trains in the yard can be handled for ali pur. 
pe, without interfering with trains on the road.

Itis conceded we must improve the terminal 
facilities of the bridge in both cities. It is not only 
inconvenient, it is dangerous to cross the bridge 
trom New-York to Brookiyn during the busy hours 
of the evening, and the inconvenience and dange 
and the necesyity and demand for better termina 
facilities increase every day. Ourengineers inform 
me, and My Own personal examination satisfies m 
that it is impossible to give any adequate relie 
withont further legislation enabling us to procure 
additional lands in Brooklyn. ‘here is now a limit 
set at Concord-street to the land we may purchase 
or emn, and this limit must be moved at least 
one block south to Tillary-street for e following 
reasous: 

Years of discussion have left only two plans for 
better terminals to be discussed, —** the loop 
or olroular 5 and afurther development of 


the tall-awitching system now in yse. In m 
opinion, there are two insuperable objeotions 
the loop system. irst, the expense will be ver 


great and far beyond the costof the utmost devel- 
opment of the tall-switehing system; and, second, 
it has never been tried in practlee and would be an 
experiment, and I am satisfied that no experiment 
shoald be tried upon the bridge. 

Our engineers are confident that the capacity of 
the railroad over the bridge can be doubled by the 
development of the tail-switching system now in 
use, To make thig development, the station build- 
ing must be moved away from the curve north of 
Sands-street, and we propose to place it one bloc 
further south, between Sands and Py atreets. 
The switching will be done between High-street 
and a little south of Nassau-street, and for storage 
we gg acquire additional land sonth of Concord-

The Trustees will see at once that practically a 
considerable portion +4 the room now devoted 
storage will bb otherw ocupied under the no 
J and sinoé we wi ave double the number 
ot cars and locomotives after the new syatem is put 
into operation we must have double the storage 
room. Mr. Martin’s communication, herewith sub- 
mitted, shows it impossible to store cars east of

THE SHOOTING OF TEREY NOT 
A ORIME, 
4 DECISION OF THE UNITED STATES 
SUPREME COURT WHICH ENDS PRO- 
CEEDINGS AGAINST THE MARSHAL. 


WasHIncton, April 14.—The Nagle habeas 
corpus case, frem California, was decided by 
the United States Supreme Court to-day, the 
judgment of the Circuls Court being affirmed. 
This finally disposes of all proceedings against 
Nagle for the shooting of Judge Terry in a 
railway station at Lathrop, Oal, Aug. 14 last, 
to prevent him from taking the life of Justice 
Field. The opinion was delivered by Justice 
Miller, , 


After the shooting Nagle was arrested at 
Stockton by the State officers, bus was released 
on a writ of habeas corpus based on the ground 
that Nagle, who was acting under instruc- 
tions, had merely performed his duty as an offi- 
cer of the United States. It was on appeal 
from this order that the case was brought be- 
tore the United States Supreme Court. 

After reviewing all the facts bearing upon 
the homicide, the opinion says that they pro- 
duce upon the court “the conviction of a set- 
tled purpose on the part of Terry and his wife, 
amounting to a conspiracy, te murder Field. 
And we are quite sure that, if Nagle had been 
merely a brother or a friend of Judge Field, 
traveling with him and aware of all the pre- 
vious relations of Terry to the Judge—as he 
was—of his bitter animosity, his declared pur- 
pose to have revenge, even to the point of 
killing him, he would have been justified in 


what he did in defense of Field’s life, and 
possibly of his own. 

* But such a justification would bea proper 
subject for consideration in a trial of the case 
for murder in the courts of the State of Call- 
fornia, and there exists * ———— in the 
courts of the United States t discharge the 

risoner while held in oustody by thé State 

uthorities for this offense unless there be found 
in aid of the defense of the prisoner some ele- 
ment of power and authority asserted under 
the Govefoment of the United States.” 

Justice Millor theh takes up the proposition 
—— by Nagie’s counsel that Justice 
Field, when attacked, was in the immediate 
discharge of his duty as a Judge, and that 
Nagle was charged with a duty, under the 
laws of the United States, to Protea Field 
trom violence. Tne law requiring Justices of 
the Supreme Court to go on circuits is quoted, 
and the court says that, in traveling to perform 
this duty, Justice Field was as much in the dis- 
oharge of a duty imposed upon him by law as he 
Was while sitting in court and trying causes, 
and entitled to all the protection -under those 
circumstances which the law could give him. 

The court dees not suppose that any special 
act of Congress exists which in express terms 
authorizes Marshals or Deputy Marshals to 
act as @ bodyxuard to the Justices while on 
their circuits; but in ites view of the Conastitu- 
tion an. bee peng fairly and properly in- 
ferable from that instrument, or any duty of 
the Marshal to be derived from the general 
scope of his duties, comes within the provision 
of the habeas corpus aet directing the release 
gt persons who are in —— for an act 

one * pursuance of tbh aws.of the 
United States.” It would, says the opinien, 
be a great reproach to the system of Gov- 
ernment of the United States, declared to be 
Within its sphere sovereign and supreme, if 
there is to be found within the domain of ite 
powers ne means of protecting the Judges ia 
the disGharge of their duties from the malice 
and hatred of those upon whom its judgment 
may operate unfavorably. 

As to the conteation that the question of the 
guilt of the prisoner of the crime of murder is 
a Bos ata be determined by the courts of 
California and that the United States court 
had no power to take the prisover and release 
him without atrial by jury, according to the 
laws of California, the court says that the ex- 
press terms of the habeas corpus act direct such 
@ courge where an actisdone in pursuance of 
the laws of the United States, and such has 
Deen/shown to be the case here. 

“The result at which we have arrived,” con- 
cludes the decision, “upon this examination is 
that, in,the protection ofthe person and. the 
lite of Mr. Justiee Fieid while ia the discharge 
of lite Official duties, Nagle was authorized to 
resist the attack of Terry upon that eminent 

udicial officer; that he was justified in the 

elief that without instant action on his part 
the assault of Terry upon the Judge would have 
ended in the death of the latter; that such being 
his well-founded belief, he was justified in tak- 
lng the life of Terry as the only means 
of preventing the death of the man who was 
intended to be his victim; that in taking the 
life of ferry under the circuwstances he was 
acting under the authority of the law of the 
United States and was justified in so doing, and 
that be is not liable to answer for murder tothe 
courts of California on account of his part in 
the transaction. We may, thorefere, affirm the 
judgment of the Cirouit Court authorising hie 
discharge from the custody of the Sneriff of 
San Joaquin County.” 

Mr. Justice Field did not hear the argument 
of this cause, and took no part in the devision. 

Justice Lamar, in behalf of himself and the 
Chief Justice, delivered an elaborate and vigor- 
ous digsent to the opinion of the court. he 
greund on which they dissent is that, in con- 
sidering the habeas corpus act,a wholly inad- 
missible construction is placed on the word 
“law” as used in thas statute, and a wholly in- 
ad missibleapplication is madeof the clause “in 

ustody in violation of the Constitution of the 
United States,” 

“We deus,” they say, ‘that Nagle had any 
duty imposed upon him by the laws of the 
United States growing ous of the official char- 
aster of Judge Field. In short, we think that 
there was nothing whatever in fact of an efii- 
cial character in the transaction, and therefore 
we think tnat the United States courts have, in 
the present state of our legislation, no jurisdic- 
tion whatever in the premiges. * * * Weare 
the less reluctant to come to this conclusion 
because We cannot permit ourselves to doubs 
that if the appelice had been indicted amd gone 
to a trial before a jury of his own country, Ged 
and his county would Dave given him a good 
deliverance.”

THE CONDITION OF AFFAIRS ON THE 
ILLINOIS CENTRAL ROAD. 


NBW-ORLEANS, April 14.—The condition of 
things onthe Illinois Central Road has not im- 
proved in the least in the last twenty-four hours. 
Superintendent Mann and the Division Superin- 
tendent are on the scene, and the whele of the 
day was occupied in trying to strengthen the 
tracks. 

Ten miles of track are under water, and the 
task of testing is a long and tedious one, as each 
eross-tie has to be tried separately. The east 
wind still prevails, and thus backs the water 
of Lake Ponchartrain up against thé track, and 
there is no telling how long it will be before 
trains are runbing regularity.

STRONG SIGNS OF ITS DISINTEGRATION 
ALREADY APPEARING. 


ALBANY, April 14.—The Gibbs-Fish combine 
is not so cohesive as it was on Friday. The 
honorable men in it are beginning to see that 
the experiment of allowing such a man as Pred 
Gibbs to lead them around by the nose never 
will dq, and if pursued will eventually lead 
them into political oblivion. No matter what 
their hostility may be to Mr. Platt, these men 
do not aspire to be placed on record as favoring 
every dangerous and vicious measure that Gov. 
Hill may desire to pass. Itis true they are be- 
tween Soylla Platt and Charibdis Hill. Their 
lot is by no means a happy one, but they prefer 
rather to lean toward Scylla without Gibbs 
than to swallow both Hill and Gibbs.

A MINISTER IN DISGKAOR. 


EXPELLED FROM THE PRESIDENCY OF 
A BAPTIST COLLEGE. 


BLuEe EARTH, Minn, April 14—There is a 
dark scandal hanging over the Northwestern 
Baptist College at Winnebago City, this county, 
which has resulted in the expuision of tne 
President, the Rey. A. J. Marshall, formerly a 
Baptist preacher and editor at Minneapolis. 
The oase is still under investigation by the 
Prudential Committee of the college, and the 
Rev. Mr. Marshall has secured counsel talent 
to conduct his defense. 

About Nov. 1 Dr. Marshall went to Minne- 
apolis and presented himself to ladies having 
charge of an institution for the reception of 
young women who have been wronged. He 


said he had learned of a case in his city, and 
koowing the young woman he nad a desire to 
assist ber in hertrouble. He did not believe 
she was a willfully depraved girl, and thought 
if put in a proper place sbe might reform. 
he ladies promptly gave their assent, believ- 
ing that Dr. Marshall was kindly interesting 
himeelf inthe misfortune of a friendless young 
woman. She was received at the institution, 
and two months ago she gave birth to an ilie- 
gitimate child. But a few days elapsed before 
there. came to the ears of the matron 
statements that eXeited her. suspicion, The 
oOung woman had received lejters from 

r. Marshall, and she had made known 
a portion of the contents. They threw a 
new light on the situation. She told her story, 
and said that Dr. Marshall was. responsible for 
her condition. Prominent members of tae Free 
Baptist deneminatiou in the city were notified 
of the situation by an introductory question: 
*“* Are you cloaking avybody?”’ A negative an- 
swer was returned, and then they were in- 
formed of the statements of the young woman 
to the managers of the institution. 

{Tho Prudential Committee of the college at 
Winnebago City wus promptly notified, and 
then followed an investigation. The Rev. Mar- 
shall failed to give a satisfactory expianation 
and was promply expeiled. There are about 
one hundred ani itfty students of both sexes in 

ttendance at the celiege. When the scan- 

alous report was first heard at the institutien 
many Of the students began to arrange for im- 
mediate departure to their homes. Dr. Mar- 
shali made & public statement to them that the 
charges were without any foundation so far as 
he was concerned, and this at ounce restored or- 
der because of their firm confidence In him. He 
then ergaged RK. L. Stiliman of Minneapolis, a 
prominent member of the denomination, as his 
attorney. 

Mr. Stillman visited the young woman and in 
some mauner secured frem her the letters wrilt- 
ten by Dr. Marshall, thus taking from her hands 
what the xirl’s friends say is important evi- 
dence bearing upon the charges against Dr. 
Marshall. Mr. Stiliman was also desirous of 
securing @ deposition from the girl affecting the 
charges, but the ladies of the institution refused 
him further interview with her. 

The ecandal has ereated a stir in the denomi- 
natien in which itis known. Their great conti- 
dence in the retired President of their college 
has been shaken because of the evidene put 
before them, There are many at Winnebago 
City who refuse to believe the charges. Whether 
the charges are true or not, they have resulted 
in the retirement of Dr. Marshall aad the gen- 
eral shaking up of the denomination. 











CHICAGO OARPENTERS’ STRIKE. 

Curicaco, April 14.—The most important 
move in the carpenters’ strike to both the strik- 
ing men and their late employers was made 
this morning, when the matter was brought be- 
fore Judge Prendergast, in the County Court, 
onthe request of Andrew McNally, that the 
court proceed with the work on the new Randa- 
MoNally building on Adame-street. 

. The court’s connection with the matter comes 

about through the recent failure of C. J. L. 
Meyer & Sons’ Company, which fad a contract 
fer the woodwork on the pbuilding. When 
James B. Goodman was appointed assignees he 
was instructed tocontinue as an officer of the 
court to complete all the existiag contracts, 
and thus the County Court, at the time of the 
strike, occupied the same position as other con- 
tractors. 

Judge Prendergast said hecould not force 
the men to goto work it they did not wish to 
do 80, and would make no such efideavor. He 
instructed the assignee to comply with all the 
demands of the men, to give them 40cents an 
heur, eight hours aday, anda full recognition 
of the union.

A STARCH FACTORY BURNED. 

Des Mornes, Iowa, April 14.—Gilbert’s im- 
mense five-story starch factory at Chesterfield, 
southeast of the city, was destroyed by fire at 
noon to-day. At 11:55 fire started in some 
shavings in the box factory, a wooden structure 
just east of the big brick building, and quickly 
spread to the bojler room, where it burned off 
the hose and effectually prevented any effers at 
stopping the flames. 

The fire quickly took hold of the factory, and 
in less than forty minutes it was burned to the 
ground. No liyes were lost, as the whistle blew 
and gave all of ®e men and women who were 
in the factory ample time to get out The loss 
on the building, machinery, and contents is 
probably $300,000, and the insurance $200,000.

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THE REVOLT AGAINST QUAY 


PENNSYLVANIA REPUBLICANS 
READY TO BOLT. 

LITTLE DOUBT THAT IF DELAMATER I8 

"__ yoRCED UPON THEM THE DEMO-~- 

CRATS WILL CARRY THE STATE. 


PHILADELPHIA, April 14,—As things look now 
the Gubernatorial campaign of 1890 in Penn- 
sylvania is going to be arepetition of that of 
1882, when Gen. Beaver was forced upon tha 
*Republican Party by the bosses and was reject- 
ed by the independents, who elected a Demo- 
crat. Boss Quay, apparently learning nothing 
from experience, is attempting the same tac- 
tics now as eight years ago, with State Senator 
Delamater as his candidate for Governor, and 
a8 a consequence the Republican Party is in a 
staté of rage and revolt that it is almost impos- 
sible to describe. The developments of the 
past fortnight show conclusively that if Del- 
amater shall be nominated there will be organ- 
ized Republican opposition to him that will 
make his election an impossibility. 

The better clement among the Republicans 
has long been ehafing under Quay’s arrogant 
rule, which has become especially offensive 
since President Harrison’s surrender to him of 
the Federal patronage of the State. Things 
have now come to a pass where this element 
must make a tight or allow itself to be crushed 
out of existence. A tremendous effort will ac- 
cordingly be made to prevent the nomination 


of Delamater and so save the 7 from dis- 
raption. The strongholds of this opposition to 
Delamater are Philadelphia and Pittsburg, the 
two cities whieh give the Republiean Party its 
majority in Pennsylvania. If he is nominated 
it will be without their support, and if he is 
elected it will be in spite of their opposition. 

This opposition to a ag man Delamater 
centres around Gen. D. H. Hastings, “the 
Hero of Johnstuwn,” who is extremely popular 
throughout the State, and Secretary of the 
Commonwealth Stone, a clean-handed man and 
admirable officjal, who has quite a following in 
some of the interior counties. Congressman 
Osborne of Wilkesbarre and Major Moniootn 
of Pittaburg, who was a candidate for the nom- 
ination four years ago, are also in the field, but 
. more as dark horses than 4s active competitors 
in thé race. Hastings has by far the largest 
following, and will lead the fleid opposed to 
Delamater. How great this opposition ia is 
shown by the fact that Quay spent the greater 
part of last week in Philadelphia trying to quell 
the rising storm, and he is here again to-day 
for the same purpose. 

Mayor Fitier, whose Presidential aspirations 
at Chicago in 1888 excited a good deal of 
amusement, has never forgiven Quay for his 
refusal to assist him in his*candidacy, aad in 
tnis fight he is a proneunced advocate of Hast- 
ings. By reason of the great authority in- 
vested in him by the new charter, the Mayor is 
a very important rfactor in city politice, and by 
means Of his police force, firemen, and other 
city employes he can decide in most cases who 
shalkand who shall not go to the State Conven- 
tion as delegates. Heo has announced that he 
wants the delegates to be for Hastings, and 
Quy bas vaioly pesos with him to turn in 
for Delamater. ® Ras refused, and so the 
most important delegation in the convention 
will cast its vote, though probably not solidiy, 
for Hastings. 

In this course the Mayor is backed up by the 
great mass of the party in Philadelphia out- 
side of the beneficiaries of Quay in office. Tne 
Union League, representing the solid moneyed 
men of the arty here, has tsasen up 
Hastings’s candidacy, and is circulatiug a call 
for a meeting of business men to advanese the 
General’s interests. They say that his nomina- 
tion will unite the party, and that the Repub- 
licans must win this year to be in shape for 
1892. They will have nothing to do with Dela- 
mater, and if he is nominated he will have to 
look somewhere else than to the Union Leagues 
for the sinew# of war. In Pittsburg, Chris 
Magee, who is still in the saddle despite Quay’s 
efforts to unseat him, is waging a bitter, relent- 
less war against Delamater, and will do all in 
his power to prevent his nomiuation. 

A significant feature in the fizht against Dela- 
mater is the demana this merning by the Puaila- 
delphia Press, whose influence as a party organ 
is widespread, that be shall refute the very 
serious charges brought agatnust him by ex- 
Sevatur Lewis Emery, Jr., a pronounced inde 
pendent, who in a speech at Bradford made the 
public accusation against Quay’s man: 

“I charge that he purchased his election to the 
Senate of this State in 1856; that he directly bribed 
citizens of Crawford County to vote for him at the 
general election, and that when a memorial had been 
contemplated to prevent hia from taking the oash 
of oifice he paid large sums of money for the sup- 
pression of the said memorial. [{ charge thas he 
dia take the oath of office, thereby committing the 
crime against the goud name and the sta:utes of 
the Commonweaith. I make these charges withouG 
fear of contradiction, and ¢onrt an action at law 
whereby I may set my proof beiure the peuple oath- 
bouna,.” 

The Press, which has no love for Quay, and 
wabbled dreadfully daring the fight io iss, its 
sympathies being ail with the independents, 
cails upon Delamater to disprove these grave 
charges in a way that suggesis that it does not 
favor him, and that it would like to oppose him 
if itcoulddo 80 consistently with ita position 
a8 an organ. 

The real battle will come, however, after 
Delamater’s nomination, and the probabilities 
are that Quay will succeed in forcing him upon 
the party in spite of all warnings. Wharton 
Barker, ex-Senator Lee, ex-Senator Emery, and 
other leaders in the independent movement of 
1882 have publicly announced that they will 
not support Delamater, aud that they will 
organize against him if nominated. James Me- 
Manes, the old boss of this city, who has been 
pushed temporarily into the background by 
Quay, has said that he issure that Delamater 
cannot be elected, which means that he will 
not be elected if he (McManes) can prevent it. 
The defection of the McManes men in Philadel- 

hia would mean the loss of not less than 

0,000 votes. Chris Magee is ready to draw 
the knife in Allegheny County, and all through 
the State, where much dissatisfaction exists 
because of the distribution of the Federal pat- 
ronage and disgust with Quay’s methods, the 
conditions areripe for a big revolt. It will 
come if Delamaier is nominated. 

he Democrats are watching the fight with 
much interest. The leading eandidate ou their 
side ia ex-Senator Waliace, who is very anxious 
to make the fight. Some malicious persous, 
presumably enemies of Wallace, nave started 
the story that the ex-Senatoris in sympathy 
with David B. Hill of New-York and that he 
will be his representative in this State. This is 
absurd, and the friends of Wallace deny it very 
vigorously. Thereisno Hil sentimexgtin the 
State, and if ex-President Cleveland wants 
Pennsylvania’s delegation in 1892 he can hsve 
it without a centest. The deathof Samuel! J. 
Randall, who had ceased to be of influenve in 
the party, has removed the only Democratic op- 
ponent of the ex-President in the State. The 
atory that Wallace and Hill have an understani- 
ing seems to have been started by ithe New- York 
Sun, and is about as trustworthy as mos of the 
Democratic information of that paper. 

Ex-Gov. Pattison would like to be a candi- 
date again, but his friends are not eacouraging 
him in this ambition. He is poor, while Wal- 
lace is rich and liberal; and, again, during lis 
term as Governor he antagonized ¢ertaiu 4le- 
ments in hisown party and certain powerful 
corporations thatcould wield a strong infla- 
ence against any eandidate they disliked. Pat- 
tison thage a most excellent Governor, and in 
the event of Delamater’s nomination the Re- 
publican independents would support him with 
far more enthusiasm than they would Walisee, 
Dut the indications are that the latter will be 
the Demoecratiocandidate. He is an able poli- 
tician and a man of progressive ideas, and if 
nominated will make a strong fight for election. 

The —— of neither pariy has been 
called yet, and it is said that Quay will not 
allow the Republican to be e¢alied anti! be is 
sure that he has a majority of the delegates for 
Delamater. To accomplish this result be has 
resorted to some extraordinary tactics. Elk 
and Fulton Counties the delegates have been 
elected by the County Committees, contrary to 
the party rulee, and In other counties the con- 
ventions of last year have been. reconvened, so 
that the party might not have a chance to send 
anti-Delamater delegates to the State Conven- 
tion. By such tricks the Senatorial besa will 
probably win, bup it will be at the expense of 
an smount of party dissatisfaction thas will 
give the Demoorats a gelden opportunity ta 
come again inte power in the State.

A COMMITTEE TO BE APPOINTED TO ASK 
THE SNUG HARBOR TRUSTEES TO 
INVESTIGATE TRASK. 

It Capt. Robert Richard Randall, the benevo- 
lent founder of Sailors’ Snug Harbor, of Leon- 
ard Lispenard, the firet President of the Marine 
Becicty, could have dropped in toward the close 
of the regular quarterly meeting of the society, 
which was held yesterday afternoon in the 
rooms of the Board of Marine Underwriters, 51 
Wall-street, these New-Yorkers of the olden 
time would havé had much to wonder

that the modern members of this ancient and 
honorable seciety tock no pains whatever to 
conceal. It was the largest and probably the 


most inharmorious quarterly meeting of the 


society ever ‘held. The veneradie Capt. Sam- 
uel Harding, who has been attending meetings 
for over a quarter of a century, said it was the 


first time that the President of the society had 
been given the lie in open meeting by a mem- 


ver, This was oneof the disgrateful things 
that happened yesterday when Capt. 0. D. 8. 


Trask, Governor of Sailors’ Saug Harbor, in a 
paroxysm of rage, shook his fist across the 


table at President Parker and told him a state- 
ment that he had made was “absolutely @ lie. 
Everything had gone along smoothly enough, 


with only suppressed indications of the storm 


which was brewing, until the matter of inyes- 


tigating the charges of alleged ordeéity that had 


been made againet Capt. Trask in his manage- 
ment of the Harbor was broached, The. new 


President, Capt. James Parker, ocoup ed the 
chair. He is openly hostile to Capt. Trask’s 


methods, and Trask, with the help of Vice Prest- 
dent Martis, it is said, prevented his eleetign as 

Chairman of the Board of Trustees of t ar 
bor.

Trask’s brutality, and asked: “How many here 

praesent would be willing to go to live at. the 
jtarbor under its present management? Itisa 
shame for men who commanded ships to show 
the white feather now when their old comrades 
are being ill treated and abused, but I am geing 
to keep up the fight untilducnh a flood of light 
is shed on the barbarities at the Harbor that 
they must cease.

“Go on, say it all,” said Capt. Trask from the 
peraer of the room; “ 6ay, everything you have 
to say. Pll answer you.” 

But Capt. Samuels, to stop the argument be- 
fore itshould go any further, moved the ap- 
porntment of a committes of investigation, 
Saying that if Capt. Trask was found to be 
blameless he should be exonerated, and if guilty 
he shoulda be dismissed; but he should have a 
fair chauce to be heard. Capt. Brown cen- 
tended that the soviety ad no Fight 
to appoint such a committee—tha it 
Was the place of the Board of Trustees of the 
Harbor to make such an investigation. If the 
sociéty sent an investigating committee to 
Staten Island he thought the Goyernot weuld 
be justified in shutting the gates tn theft faces, 
He believed some course should be taken to 
eowmpel the board to make an investigation.

The Supreme Court of the United States 
has affirmed the judgment of the Circuit 
Court in California in releasing from cus- 
tedy Marshal Nacire, who shot Judge 
TERRY to protect the life of Mr. Justice 
Fretp. The decision involves two impor- 
tant points—one that a Justice traveling on 
nis circuit is acting in discharge of his ju- 
dicial duties as much as though he were 
actually sitting in court, and the other that 
a Marshal in protecting him from attack is 
acting ‘“‘in pursuance of the laws of the 
United States.” This latter is rather a 
matter of inference from the general func- 
tions and duties of a Marshal under the law 
than a matter of specific provision, and 
Chief Justice FULLER and Justice La- 
MAR vigorously dissent from the doc- 
trine laid down. They imply that 
NAGLE was entirely justified in his act, but 
contend that it was not any part of his 
duty as an official acting “in pursuance of 
the laws of the United States,” and there- 
fore that the United States courts have no 
jurisdiction to release him on habeas corpus 
from the custody of the State tribunals, 
Such a construction of the law and of tlie 
authority of the Government would prac- 
tically leave a Judge whose life was as- 
sailed without protection, making it a vol- 
untary matter for any officer, though 
specially designated to accompany him for 
the purpose, to defend his life or not, and 
leaving the officer at the mercy of State 
courts in case he committed any act in 
itself violative of a State law. It may 
safely be said that if the law is not as the 
court construes it, it ought to be. 














The experience of the English company 
that bought five Detroit breweries contin- 
ues to be exceptional, for other similar 
companies appear to be making satisfactory 
profits and declaring very comfortable 
dividends. On the 31st ult. the Directors 
of the Indianapolis Breweries, Limited, 
declared a dividend at the rate of 16 per 
eent. per annum on the ordinary shares for 
the period ending on that date, and on the 
13th ult. a dividend at the rate of 15 per 
cent. per annum for the six months ending 
Feb. 28 was declared by the New-York 
Breweries Company, Limited, on the ordi- 
nary shares of that organization.

In spite of this distribution 
he overloads his cart, and, climbing to the 
top of his load, strews it merrily behind 
him as he goes. If a high wind reinforces 
his carelessness there is little left for kim 
to dump when he arrives at his destination. 
The automatically-closing cart seems to 
baffle his efforts in one direction. If -it 
works, it would be ungrateful to inquire 
too curiously into the nature of the arrange- 
ment made by the Commissioner with the 
patentee. 





The Ottawa suggestion that an agreement 
is at hand on the sealing controversy, to be 
based upon the establishment ofa ‘close 
season” in hunting the animals, with an 
exemption for the lessees of the Pribylvo 
Islands, may be only one more contribution 
to the series of reports coming periodically 
from that quarter. Yet it is time for a set- 
tlement, since the regular seal-catching 
season will soon open. The promptness 
with which Se¢retary WINDOM recently 
prevented a dispute about the Pathjinder 
by luckily finding a precedent that justified 
her release may not indicate a desire to 
postpone controversy because negotiations 
are thriving, but it is noticeable that no 
steps have been taken in Congress to,.sup- 
ply him with the additional cruisers he de- 
sired for policing Behring Sea. However, 
it will soon be time to send the regular 
revenue cruisers north with their instruc- 
tions. If before doing so an agreement 
with England should be reached, it would 
probably be based on Secretary BAYARD’S 
proposal of protection for seal life. This 
would take in the question of the “close 
season” and also that of killing the animals 
indiscriminately with firearms in the open 


sea, where many are lost.

Kaiser WILHELM’sS rumored zeal for dis- 
armament may be, like Hosea Biglow’s 
analogous hatred of war, for disarmament 
in the “ abstract.” It will not prevent him, 
at all events, according to the Berlin. dis- 
patches, from calling on the Reichstag at 
its approaching session for a military credit 
of $20,000,000 and actually increasing the 
existing number of German troops, espe- 
cially by demanding more service from the 
reserves andlandwehr. The optimists may 
argue that this is going backward so as to 
make a good jump forward, but itis to be 
feared that, as in the case of Biglow, the 
Emperor’s alleged aspirations for a con- 
certed disarmament are subject te the opin- 
ion that “civilization does git for’ard 
sometimes upon a powder cart.” It would 
be remarkable, indeed, if the young mon- 
arch whososhort a time agojintroduced him- 
self toGermany as her “‘ War Lord” should 
already be meditating an arrangement with 
France for reducing simultaneously their 
respective military establishments. -Such 
a scheme, although most wise and urgently 
needed, might also require the concurrent 
action of Russia in order to be wholly 
prudent, and that might not be easy to 
secure. Possibly it might further require 
coming to a tacit understanding with 
France upon the future of Alsace-Lorraine, 
which would be anotber task far fromm 
easy. If the Emperor should ever give the 
world a suprise of this sort, he would found 
an imperishable monument to his fame.

THE GIBBS-FISH ‘‘ COMBINE.” 
The combination of anti-Platt men in the 
Assembly is showing a mischievous disposi- 
tion, and there is some ground for the sus- 
picion that it is not working simply against 
such schemes a8 PLATT may be specially in- 
terested in, but in behalf of schemes quite 
as bad for the benefit of Tammany and Gov. 
Hitt. Opposition to the arrogant “ boss- 
ism” of PLATT is quite legitimate and does 
not. derogate from the fidelity of any Re- 
publican to his party, provided it is used 
with a discriminating regard for the in- 
terests of the public. The combination 
first showed its cohesion and its power 
in connection with the World’s Fair 
bill, but then it had the advantage of a 
worthy cause and public sentiment was 
behind it. The original | World’s Fair bill 
was nota Tammany measure nor a Demo- 
cratic measure, but distinctly a citizens’ 
measure, and the pernicious interference 
of PLATT was something which every self- 
respecting Republican was bound to resent. 
But of late the Gibbs-Fish ‘* combine” has 
been showing its character in a different 
light, and the spirit it displays is not that 
of a real independence, but of a covert alli- 
ance with the worst elements of the Demo- 
cratic Party. Itis not used to protect pub- 
lic interests, but to betray them. 

Nothing good was to be long expected of 
any combination headed by FREDERICK S. 
GIBBS and HaMILTon FisH, Jr. The former 
is a trading politician of the lowest type, 
whose conduct is never to be traced to 
other than sordid motives, and he is quite 
capable of making any alliance with Tam- 
many or with Gov. Hitt from which he 
could derive advantage for himself, FisH’s 
antipathy to PLATT is said to be due to per- 
sonal causes, but that would not of itself 
explain his course in promoting Democratic 
schemes. During his first term in the As- 
sembly he shewed himself in the char- 
acter of a trading politician, especially 
in connection with the aqueduct job of 
1886. Last year he did something to ne- 
deem his reputation in his attitude toward 
the ceiling scandal, but now he seems to be 
relapsing into evil ways and dubious asso- 
ciations. He and his followers have already 
united with the Democrats in. support of 
bad bills and against good ones in several 
instances, and now they are threatening 
mischief in a still more serious form. It is 
| partly the attitude of Gipss and Fisx, and 
those who are acting with them, that 
makes excise legislation hopetess for this 
session, and they are believed to be ready 
to support the infamous measure for en- 
abling the aqueduct contractors to rob the

bered, and his sympathy with the con-. 
tractors who have been forced to make it 
good. was to be expected, while Grpss is 
}naturally to be found supporting any 
scheme that involves publio plunder. 

But the most serious menace of this com- 
bination just now is directed against the 
cause of rapid transit for this city, and 
there its members are in danger of incur- 
ring as mubh discredit as they gained credit 
by standing by the World’s Fair bill. They 
seem to be assuming that the bill intro- 
duced by Mr. Fassett is a Platt scheme, 
which they regard as reason enough for 
opposing it, but in its original form it con- 
tained nothing that could be construed as 
of advantage to Platt politicians. The ut- 
most political purpose that could be 
attributed to it was that of preventing 
the appointment of Rapid-Transit Commis- 
sioners by the Tammany Mayor. It has 
been somewhat impaired by the provision 
for the appointment of the Commissioners 
by the Governor, with the consent of the 
Senate, but that does not make it a Platt 
measure. The Gibbs-Fish “combine” is 
credited with the purpose not only of op- 
posing the Fassett bill, but of supporting 
the Tammany bill 1n the Assembly. It 
seems to be assumed that in this their alli- 
ance is not merely with Tammany, but 
with the Governor and all the Democrats 
in the Legislature. The evidence of this is 
obscure and uncertain, to say the least, and 
it has been understood that the Governor 
was reconciled to the Fassett bill by the 
changes that have been made in it. 

But supposing that GripBs, F1sH, and their 
followers are intent upon defeating the 
Fassett bill and passing that known as the 
Mayor's bill, what is the prospect of suc- 
cess even if all the Democrats vote with 
them? There are seventy-one Republicans 
and fifty-seven Democrats in the Assembly, 
and sixty-five is a majority. Hence eight 
Republicans would enable the Democrats 
to carry any measure upon which they 
were united. Gress and Fish cannot 
count with certainty even upon the aid of 
the five Belden Assemblymen from Ononda- 
ga and Oneida, though heretofore they have 
had the assistance of these and several others. 
If their scheme succeeds in the Assembly, 
there is little prospect that four Republic- 
ans in the Senate would join with the 
Democrats to carry it through that body, 
and the result would be a defeat of rapid 
transit. Are there six Republicans in the 
Assembly besides GIBBS and FisH who will 
venture to go against their party in support 
of a Tammany scheme and bring upon 
themselves the odium of defeating rapid 
transit for New-York? If this “combine” 

is bent upon using its power for evil pur- 
poses, as it is showing a disposition to do, 
its members will find hereafter that they 
have forfeited the respect.of the public and 
lost their standing with the party to which 
they profess to belong, without gaining 
anything but contempt by their alliance 
with a party to which they pretend to be 
opposed. They are inviting the fate of 
vulgar renegades, 





SILVER, 

There are some indications that a new 
step is to be taken in the direction of silver 
legislation in Congress. The renewed and 
rather violent agitation in the few organs 
of the silver men in the West appears to 
have had some effect, and, it may be, it was 
intended as a prelude to action, or to an at- 
tempt at action. Both the committee in 
the House and that in the Senate yester- 
day had meetings with reference to a bill 
to be framed, and it is reported that the 
House committee succeeded in coming to 
some agreement by means of concessions to 
the silver men, though the precise effect of 
the alleged provisions of their bill cannot 
now be perceived. On the other hand, 
Senater PLumsB of Kansas, who is an ex- 
tremely energetic and sometimes a very 
outspoken man, and who is an inflationist 
by disposition, made a speech in the Senate 
yesterday that. showed that opinion in that 
body is very much unsettled. He said that 
sooner or later there would be some action 
in regard to silver, but that no one knew 
when that action would be taken or what 
it would be, but that when it came it would 
undoubtedly provide for ‘‘more money” in 
the United States. For his part he was not 
inolined to wait, and he proposed a resolu- 
tion requiring the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury to turn into the general fund and to 
pay out in the ordinary fashion the money 
now held for the redemption of national 
bank notes and about ail the rest. 

This statement of Senator PLUMB’s is in- 
teresting in several ways. It indicates the 
temper that is back of the whele silver 
“movement, which is nothing more nor less 
than the old inflationist temper. Accord- 
ing to his netion the country languishes for 
want of money. New enterprises are post- 
poned, old enterprises are not profitable, 
prices are stationary or drooping, trade is 
dull, all for the lack of life-giving currency. 
Undoubtedly this is the view quite hon- 
estly taken by a good many people. -It is 
practically useless to argue with them, be- 
cause they have not reasoned themselves 
into this opinion and they can net be rea- 
soned out of it. The view is based, not on 
evidence or conviction, but on sentiment. 
They feel that they want more money than 
they have got, and thatif there were more 
money provided they would have more 
themselves, and they exhaust their ener- 
gies in trying to get more provided. It is 
easy enough to show that the country has 
more money in circulation than it ever had 
before, and that, taken as a whole, and un- 
der existing conditfons, it is better: money 
than it ever had before. But. the fact re- 
mains that they have not as much as they 
want, and that closes the case so far as they 
are concerned. And this feeling, as can 
readily be seen, inspires the silver men as 
wellas the now nearly extinct confessed 
Greenbackers. Silver is wanted because it 
is “cheaper.” If it could only be had for 
100 cents to the dollar it would not bé 
wanted, for nothing could be made from it. 

The present position of silver legislation 
indicates an attempt to pass a bill requir- 
ing the purchasge of all American silver pre- 
sented, the payment for it in certificates, 
redeemable either in bullion or legal-tender 
notes, or silver dollars, until the price shall 
rise 80 as tomake the silver in a dollar worth | 
a dollar. and then freecoinace. Unanestion- 








rapid inflation, for every dollar of these 
certificates would be currency to all intents 
and purposes. That the effect would be 
mischievous there is, of course, no doubt, 
but the extent of the mischief cannot be 
foretold. If free coinage, once attained, is 
to be continued, whether the price of silver 
fall or net, then the mischief would be 
almost incalculable. If it is to be main- 
tained only so long as the price remains 
high enough to make the dollar worth a 
dollar, then the mischief would not be so 
great, but would still be very serious. It 
would consist in the confusion produced, 
and in the ultimate loss to the Treasury on 
the accumulated stock of silver. The loss 
to the Treasury means, of course, loss to 
the whole country—a_fact that the silver 
men either do not see or do not care about, 
The whole scheme, judged by the principles 


that the experiendée of the world has estab- 4 


lished, is to the last degree crude and 
hazardous, and it seems almost incredible 
that it should prevail. But, unfortunately, 
it is not incredible, but is extremely prob- 
able. Inthe long run, the safety of the 
country lies with the Secretary of the 
Treasury, and his firmness is something we 
cannot count on absolutely, but must hope 
for. If he succeeds in preventing ‘radical 
and revolutionary legislation, he will de- 
serve, and will win, the grateful respect of 
all the conservative and honest business 
men of the country. 








WAS THEIR “FAT” WASTED? 

The interview of Friday last between cer- 
tain carpet manufacturers of Philadelphia 
and the Republican members of the Ways 
and Means Committee appears to have been 
one in which there was much plain speak- 
ing. If there was any public hearing, it was 
only a formal proceeding designed to divert 
attention from the private conference that 
took place on the same day. The Philadel- 
phia Record has procured from one of the 
manufacturers some information about 
what was said in the private meeting. 
The complaining carpet makers, the Record 
says, “ were led by JAMES POLLOCK, whose 
skill in ‘frying the fat’ in the campaign of 
1888 was said to surpass even that of Post- 
master General WANAMAKER; and among 
them were such leading carpet manufact- 
urers of Philadelphia as ALEXANDER Crow, 
Jr., ROBERT DORNAN, JOHN H. BROMLEY, 
and JosEPH H. BROMLEY. They demanded 
@ private talk with the Republican mem- 
bers.” 

In this private talk they declared that 
the adoption of the proposed duties on 
wools of the third class weuld simply drive 
the Philadelphia carpet makers out of 
business. They seem todhave read the pro- 
test of the American Carpet Manufactur- 
ers’ Association, whichsays that ‘‘ the prac- 
tical effect of this bill will be to about 
fourfold the present duty charges upon 
carpet wools, on the average.” They as- 
sured Mr. McKINLEY and his associates 
that such an increase of duties might 
throw 25,000 persons out of work in Phila- 
delphia by closing the carpet mills. ‘‘ They 
reminded the committee,” says the Record, 
“that the manufacturers raised the money 
that elected Harrison in 1888, and that a 
large part of this fund came from the 
carpet men of Philadelphia.” 

This bit of reminiscence seems to have 
had some effect, for it is stated in the 
Record’s account of the communicative 
manufacturer’s disclosures that the com- 
mittee “‘made the humiliating confession 
that they really did not know what they 
had been doing”; that Mr. McKIn.tny and 
his companions “sent for a man named 
WALLACE, the agent of the organized wool 
growers,” and that WAaLLacH telegraphed 
to the West for some of the leaders of the 
organization,” urging them to come to 
Washinaton at once. We presume, there- 
fore, that Judge LAWRENCE, OOLUMBUS 
DELANO, and other venerable shepherds 
will leave their flocks and hasten to the 
capital. 

It is reported that the carpet manu- 
facturers of Philadelphia and New-England 
contributed $125,000 to be used by Quay 
and DUDLEY in the blocks-of-five campaign. 
As we have shown above, Mr. McKinuuy 
was reminded of this at the conference on 
Friday. Some ene of the manufacturers 
ought to tell the public why they sub- 
scribed this money after it had been clearly 
shown in the Senate Tariff bill, prepared by 
Mr. ALLISON and his assistants, that the 
Republican Party in Congress would use its 
power to increase greatly the cost of carpet 
wool, their raw material. They complain 
now because the McKinley bill largely in- 
creases the duties on such wool. Do they 
not know that the Allison bill provided for 
an advance of at least 60 per cent.? Did 
they not know this when they gave their 
money to Quay and shouted for HARRISON 
and ‘a revision of the tariff by its friends?” 
Surely they were forewarned of the party’s 
purpose, and now in the McKinley bill’s 
wool duties they have just what they paid 
for and voted for. 

Jepagremonsnse scrmentesoeaS CMOS 
THE NEW WAR VESSELS. 

The call issued by Secretary Tracy for 
the construction of three more vessels 
very nearly disposes of the long list of ships 
authorized but not contracted for which 
he found on taking office thirteen months 
ago. Three others, it is true, remain, but 
two of then will probably be abandoned. 
We are not likely to see a second Vesuvius, 
since if the pneumatic gun is ever used 
again afloat it will probably be en some 
armored coast-defense craft which could 
protect it, instead of en one that could be de- 
streyed by an enemy before its pneumatic 
gun could get up to its short range. Doubt- 
less, also, this device in any event will be 
mugh more effective when mounted in a 
fort than when tossing in a seaway. A sec- 
ond postponed craft, the semi-submerging 
monitor planned by Congressman J. R. 
THOMAS, may also be dropped, because in- 
creasing the side armor proposed for it to 
the thickness now thought desirable would 
involve more displacement, the alteration 
of plans,.and a cost greater than the appro- 
priation. The third delayed vessel, theram 
of the 1881 or Ammen type, will presum- 
ably be heard from.soon, althéugh to com- 
bine the required speed and protection 
against hostile shot can be no easy task. 

But whatever the fate of these three ves- 
#ela. the other three are ready for bids. One

the practice vessel of the Naval 
Academy, is of minor importance, being of 
800 tons displacement, and éven smaller, 
therefore, than the Peirel, The previous 
failure to secure a suitable bid for her con- 
struction causes her to be put up again. 
The other two vessels are the most impor- 
tant and promising in their respective 
classes yet undertaken. True to his policy 
of building larger ships, Secretary Tracy 
has inoreased the so-called 7,500-ton 


armored cruiser to 8,100, which is more 


than 1,400 in excess of the Maine's dis- 
placement, while the protected cruiser has 
been augmented to 5,500, or 1,000 in ex- 
cess of the Chicago’s, and will stand at the 
head of our unarmored cruising fleet in 
battery power and speed, equaling or ex- 
ceeding even the Chicago in the former re- 
spect and surpassing the Baltimore in the 
lattor. The fine average speed of twenty 
knots is exacted of each of these vessels, 
and with the customary premium and pen- 
alty of $50,000 for each quarter knot of 
excess or deficiency, there is little doubt 
that the guaranteed speed will be exceedéd. 

A suggestive statement made by the dis- 
patches is that, while the time -fixed for 
the completion of the armored vessel is 
three years and for the other twoand a 
half, no penalty is prescribed fordelay. If 
the contracts are also drawn on this basis, 
this will probably dispose Congress to re- 
liave from time penalties at least those 
contractors who have earned no premiums 
for horse power or speed, and, in fact, have 
had to pay forfeits. Bills, indeed, are now 
pending for such relief, The original in- 
troduction of contract penalties for delay 
in construction was largely due to inex- 
perience and ignorance. When the first 
four vessels of our new steel fleet were 
built, the delay in their construction was 
viewed with popular and even official in- 
dignation, as if it were a negligence 
almost amounting to a crime, Either by 
way of rebuke to this supposed offense or 
else to guard against the possibility of its 
repetition, in all its succeeding contracts 
the Navy Department introduced a careful 
schedule of penalties of so many, dollars a 
day for passing beyond the stipulated time 
of completion, making them more severe as 
the time went on. But to the surprise and 
chagrin of the Navy Department every one 
of the new vessels was found to be delayed, 
and the case was usually still worse than 
with the first group of vessels. Some relief 
was experienced by granting liberal exten- 
gions, based on the inability te procure steel 
of the required quality with sufficient 
promptness. This-was only just. But even 
then there were long delays, in some cases 
amounting to more than a year, to be paid 
for. Yetafter all it was generally found 
that the ships were ready sooner than their 
guns. The Baliimore’s battery, for example, 
is not even yet ready, just as the Chicage’s 
was not ready until long after her comple- 
tion. Taking together the fact that the 
Government has probably in no instance 
suffered any loss by the contract delay, 
that the original supposition as to the time 
necessary for building a modern vessel was 
due to ignorauce both of officials and of 
contractors, and finally the obvious inter- 
est of the latter to expedite their work and 
get their pay rather than lose the interest 
on their invested capital, it is not strange 
te find a change in the view taken of time 
penalties, 

The 8,100-ton and 5,500-ton ships now to 
be contracted for are really of the types of 
vessels demanded by the present Navy 
Department, and Congress may properly 
take this fact into consideration in decid- 


‘ing how many additional vessels it will 


authorize for the present session.

Patti’s vocal supremacy is exhibited te 
no email advantage. Tne music lies within the 
best range of her voice, and there are passages 
in which she is permitted to exercise her 
aplendid command of the vrnameats of song. 
One of these, of course, is the waltz song 
of the first act, which the  cele- 
brated prima donna sang in a _ joyous 
and brilliant style, which evoked warm 
—— and which had to be repeated before 
the audience would consent to resume its re- 
spectfulsilence. In the duet which Gounod 
has made of Shakespeare’s lovely balcony 
scene, and which many persons will probably 
find much teo sweet and sentimental to suit 
their ideas of Shakespease’s passionate and 
reckless lovers, the divine Patti sang with ex- 
quisite finish and with rare expressiveness. 
Indeed, she was successful throughout the 
evening and was rewarded by the most enthu- 
Siastic plaudits, being ealied out a dozen —* 8 
atthe end of each act, until she was airly 
worn out with bowing her thanks and carrying 
off flowers. 

Signor Ravelli was in splendid voice and did 
the wery best work he has done during the 
present season. He sang with tenderness, with 
the most delicious quality of tone, with surpass- 
ing delicacy of shading, with superb outbursts 
of power in the high notes, and with taste and 
judgment at all times. He was applauded to 
the echo and compelled to repeat the pretty ro- 
manza of the second act, which he sang ad- 
tuirably. 

He 
looked very handsome and sang excellently. 
ape Perugini filled the comparatively small 
réle of Tebaldoin a satisfactory manner.

IN THE WHEAT PIT. 


Forty-four million bushels of wheat were 
dealt inon the Produce Exchange yesterday. 
It was the biggest day the Exchange has ever 
known. The trade caused a great deal of 
excitement in the morning. The priee af 
the opening was 93 cents, which was 
a jump of 2 eents from the closing on Saturday. 
Inside of a minute the price had risen 1 cents, 
and there was wild shouting and jumping 


around the wheat pit. One of the reasons for 
the frenzy was the fact that advices from Chi- 
oaxo as to the state of the market there were 
contradictory. 

Ninety-four cents was the highest price of the 
day here. After the opening there was adecling 
to 9243 cents. Then the quotation wentback to 
931g cents, and remained pretty steady 
the rest of the day, closing at 937, cents. 

Hutehinson, the great Chicago trader, was, of 
eourss, oredi as the disturber. But he sent 
a diselaimer to a big house here in these worda: 

“ There is cer no deal in wheat sofaras I 
am concerned, and for a time I have bad more 
wheat bought than there is in stere here. There 
was an extraordinary pressure on May wheat from 
the shorts on 5 ay, which got the old-crep op- 
tions a good deal off the line. At this big premium 
I would rather buy July than May or June. & 
think that the old-crop options are worth some. 
what more money than the new. On Sa 1 
traded chiefly in Nag oe June, but if there was 
the same premium would bay July. I think 
May will sell atleast to 95, but I am of the opin. 
ion thatin June July will be selling at a premium, 
—— no doubt but that wheat will them go to 2 

ollar.’

END OF A LONG CONTEST THAT ADDS 
ONE TO THE REPUBLICANS OF THE 
LOWER LEGISLATIVE BRANCH. 


’ ALBANY, April 14.—By a vose of 63 to 56 the 
Assembly decided to-nigh. to unseat Michael C. 
Gillice, Democrat, of tuv Fourth Albany Dis- 
trict, in favor of Wiiliam B, Le Roy, Republican, 
who has hotly contested his seat since the open- 
ing of the legislative session. This proceeding 
raises the Republican representation in the 
Assembly to 72, reducing the Democrats to 56, 

There were but few Republican absentees, 

and i¢ was apparent from the opening of the 
proceedings that Gillice was doomed. Evey one 
ef the Gibba-Fish combination was present, and 
especial pains were taken early in the evening 
to let it be known that the Democrats could not 
hope fortheir atdin this matter. Mr. Gibbs 
gaid he had left a sick bed in order to be present 
te vote to unseat Mr. Gillice, and that he had 
never contemplated voting otherwise, Stung by 
the criticisms of their recent course, the belters 
considered this a good opportunity to show 
their fealty to Republicanism, and they em- 
braced it. ; 
} The regular order of business was dispensed 
with, and Mr. Stranahan of Oswego, represent- 
ing the majerity of the Committee on Contested 
Elections, made an hour’s speech in support of 
the majority report and resolution favoring the 
unseating of Gillice. He made an exhaustive 
review of the testimony from the Republican 
standpoint and claimed that Le Roy had a clear 
majority of 6 over Gillice, if no votes were re- 
jectea, and of 114 if the alleged fraudulent 
votes in Cohoes were thrown out, @ declared 
that on the face of the evidence the House was 
in duty bound to unseat Gillice in favor of the 
contestant. 

Mr. Hitt of Albany was selected to make the 
opening speech in defense of Gillice, and he 
held the floor for hour and a half. He said 
the conelusion of the majority report was not 
warranted bythe facts. Frauds previously 
unearthedin Albany County were, with one ex- 
ception, found te have been committed by 

ubiicans. Mr. Le Roy hag been opposed b 

wo strong Republican — he ra 
ahead of Jolin L Gilbert, Republican candidate 
for Secretary of State, in eighteen of the nine- 
teen election districts. Mr. Frank Rice, the 
Democratic candidate for Secretary of State 
ran far ahead of Gillice in these districts, and 
Mr. Hitt argued from these facts that there 
was no evidence of fraud in the interest of Gil- 
ice. Atfirst, he said, the fact of Gillice’s elec- 
tion was undisputed; then the ery of fraud was 
raised by Le Roy’s friends, and they got out 
their drag net and began their efforts to oust. 
the victorious agement ge Koy bad the as- 
sistance of able counselin the preparation of 
his case before the Legislature met. At the be- 

inning of this investigation Mr. Gillice was 
urnished with no bill of particulars, and had 
only two weeks te get ne to defend bimeelf. 

Mr. Acker of Steuben an Samuel Johnson 
of Wyoming followed in benalf of the majority 
report, and Judge Greene of Orange and Mr. 
Huson of Yates aided in the defense of Gillice. 
Mr. Strananan then moved the previous ques- 
tion, and the House, by a strict party vete of 62 
to 56, decided te reject the minority report. Then 
came the vote on the report of the majority of 
the committee, and by @ strict party vote the 
figures stood 63 to 56, Mr. Tompkins of Rock- 
land, who had been absent during the first bal- 
lot, voting. Mr. Sneehan 0 rie made th 
point of order that it required a majority of al 
the members elected to the Assembly to unseat 
a member, bat the Speaker decided against him 
and declared the majority report accepted, and 
that William B. Le Roy was entitled te the dis- 
puted seat.

HIS COMPANY HAS A ROUSING RECEPTION 
AT THE NATIONAL THEATRE. 


WASHINGTON, April 14.—Mr. Augustin Daly’s 
company gave their first performanee here to- 
night, and began their eleventh annual tour 
under circumstances extremely flattering, even 
to a Manager and players famous and popular 
on two continents. The new National Theatre 
was crowded.

MR. RANDALIS DEATH. 








ANNOUNCEMENTS MADE IN CONGRESS— 
ARRANGEMENTS FOR THE FUNERAL. 


WASHINGTON, April 14.—The death of Mr. 
Randall was fittingly and touchingly an- 
nounced in the House this morning. When 
he entered the Congress in 1863 he and Mr. 
O’Neill of Philadeiphia were beginning their 
experience in the National Legislature. They 
have since been warm personal friends, their 
differences in political association not affecting 
their relations as men. It was not long ago 
that Mr. O’Neill was called upon to announce 
the death of Judge Kelley, but his feelings 
were not so deeply stirred by that event as by 
the death of the man 50 many years younger 
and apparéntly prepared, a year or two ago, to 
serve his constituency quite as many years as 
Judge Kelley had represented his. 

The Chaplain referred with simple eloquence 
to the death of Mr. Randall in his opening 
prayer. The Journal of — Ww then 
read, and then Mr. O’Neill, in a voiee tremu- 

ous with feeling, briefly stated the fact of the 

eath of his colleague, and offered the resolu- 
tion foran adjournment. Speaker Reed, hav- 
ing announced the Committee of Arrangements 
for the House, declared the House adjourned 
until to-morrow.

WHAT HONEST MEN IN JERSEY CITY ARE 
TRYING TO ACCOMPLISH. 


Another meeting of taxpayers was held last 
night at the Federal Club in Jersey City to de-. 
termine upon the most expeditious and feasible 
plan for restraining Mayor Cleveland from tak- 
ing the seat te which he was aishonestly elected 
last Tuesday.

The attorneys who hays 
charge of Mr. Perkina’s case are George 
Recon, Otto Krause, James A. Gordon, Collins 
& Oorbin, and ex-Judge MeGeo, These gentie- 
mon were in session yesterday afternoon, and 
while their plans as to the conduct of tho suit 
have not been made public, it is understeod 
that their elaims will be basea upon the affi- 
davits from fifteen precincts, showing more 
than sufficient fraud to reverse the results as 
finally returned.

STICKNEY SYSTEM ATTACKED. 
DEs MOINES, Iowa, April 14.—An important 


action was begun in the District Courtat Water- 
loo.to-day by H. B. Allen and FP. J, Siberding 
against the Wisconsin, Iowa and Nebraska Rail- 


Way, the Chicago, 8t. Paul and Kansas City Rail- 
way, R. T, Wilson & Co., A. B, Stickney, Ansel 
Oppenheim, and about twenty others,stoekhold- 
ers and Directors ef the Chieago, St, Paul and 
Kansas City Railway, known as the Stickney 
system, When this line was built through Black 
Rawk County it was known as the Wisconsin, 
Iowa ana Nebraska Railway, and received local 
aid to the amount of $76,000 in taxes, which, 
under the law, was to be paid for in stock at 
par to the property owners who paid the taxes. 


The lowa law also requires that any railway re- 
ceiving local aid shallf-not hond its road in ex- 
cess of $16,000 per mile or inour other indebt- 
edness of a preferred character in excess of 
that amount. 

The petition alleges that after building this 
line and accepting this local aid Wilson & Co. 
bonded the road for $24,000 first mortgage 
bonds and $20,000 second mortgage bonds, 
violation of law. This, in effect, it is charged, 
was caloulated to rob the taxpayers of the value 
of stock issued to them, and which was paid for 
at par. Wilson & Co., the complaint goes on, 
8014 the road to the Chicago, St. Paul and Kan- 
sas City Company with these excessive incam- 
brances, and the indebtedness has been in- 
creased to $52,000 per mile by further jssues 
of bonds ana stocks. The court Is asked fo dis- 
cover the rights elonging to the holders of paid- 
up stock in the Wisconsin and Nebraska Rail- 
way, and that said party yg ey be dissolved and 
its assets be distributed to the bona fide stock- 
holders who have not eonsented to its being 
merged with another corporation, 

The petition also asks that the issue of, 
$2,000,000 stock of the Wisconsin, Lowal 
and Nebraska to R. T. Wilson & Oe, and. any 
other stock of the Chicago, 8t. Paul and Kan- 
sas City Company issued in lieu thereof, be 
deelared to be the property and assets of the 
Wiseonsin, Iowa and Nebraska Railway Com- 
pany, and that all bonds of that ¢ompany 
Yaised in excess of the limit per mile be de- 
clared fraudulent and void, and ail bonds of 
the Chicago, 8t. Paul and Kansas City Railway 
Company issued in lieu thereof be similarly 
declared void. 

Mr. Allen, chief plaintiff in this case, is & 
wealthy banker at Waterloo, who represents 
$55,000 of the stook issued in payment of taxes 
voted. The plainwiffe’ attorneys, O. O. & O. L 
Nourse of this city, with William Jones of St.

UNION PACIFIC’S DEBT. 
CaicaGco, April 14.—A long report made to 
the Secretary of the Interior by Jesse Spalding, 
a Government Director of the Union Pacific 
Railway, has been made public here. He up- 
holds the road’s policy of securing extensions 
and declares that these were necessary. Speak- 


ing of the growth of the Pacific Northwest, he 
says: 

“The extensive business that emanates from the 
Puget Sound basin now will be quadrupled within 
adecade. Certainly it is in the interest of the Union 
Pacific and its stockholders and creditors that it 
should be free to push ite extensions ferward 60 a8 
to tap this fruitful field, and it should be enabled 
to do so before some competing line has taken ad- 
vantage of the inducements held ont and has ocou- 
pied the field perhaps to the exclusion of this com. 


any. 

pai hiy observation teaches me that every mile of 
new road constructed by the Union Pacific bee ye 
ment in the far Northwest has been clamored for 
by the people until their appeals could not be ig- 
nored. Either the Union Pacific had to give tne 
the connections they were in need of, and whic 
they demanded, or, inthe ve nature of things 
some other 31 would have stepped in and 
occupied the field, The statements of the —— 
prove that their branches and extensions have i 
almost every instance been operated with profit to 
—— while they have contributed largel, 
toward increasing the business and the revenue o 
the parent line. 

“In my estimation it is imperatively demanded 
of the management of the Union Pacific that it 
shall push its northwestern ogee Oe il it has 
afforded the Puget Sound oities all the facilitie 
which they require. Seattle, Tacoma, and Por 
Townsend will welcome the Union Pacific and ex- 
tend to it privileges and franchises which are now 
valuable, but which a few years hence will be 
simply priceless. Having made these connectiong, 
it will be the greatest railway system in the wor) 
and will be able to offer the Governmént unques- 
tionable secarity for all it may owe, now or in the 
future.” 

Referring to the question of the settlement of 
the debt to the Government Mr. Spalding says 
that the Union Pacific, as an entirely solvent 
debtor, asks the Government that i oblige 
tions be adjusted so as to give it an opportunity 
of wiping them out without at the same time 
obatruouing its business. 

“Let not Congress follow outa line of policy,” 
he says, “ which will make it impossible for the 
Union Pacific to remain solventand which may 
shock the finanolal world in 1897.” 

In summing up he says that the system is not 
only wisely and prudently, but profitably man- 
aged. As a property it is far more valuable 
now than it was in 1865. It cannot pay the 
$52,000, it Owes the Government at this 
time, bug it is able to offer security equal to 
$34,000,000 more than the Government holds 


_ now for its indebtedness. The Government can 
ebetter afford to grant an extension of time and 


a reduction of interest than to see the property 
imperiled. He adds: 

“The question resolves itself Gown to this: What 
is beat, not so much for the Union Pacific Railway 
Company a8 a corporation, but for the country at 
large? It seems to me that there can be but one 
answer to this—let Congress deal as reed with the 
Union Pacific as a Sastnone Eee would with a cred- 
itor who was willing and able to pay his debts if he 
were only permitted to attend to his business with- 
out interference or embarrassment.”

OBITUARY. 


—_— — — 
ANDREW CAMPBELL. 

Andrew Campbell, the well-known inventor 
and manufacturer of printing presses, died on 
Sunday evening inan ambulance which was 
taking him to his home, 677 Gatés-avenue, 
Brooklyn, where he had lived for many years. 
Early in the evening he went out for a walk, 
and at the corner of Sumner-avenne and Hunt- 
street he was suddenly attacked with heart dis- 
ease and an ambulauce was summoned. 

Mr. Campbell was born near Trenton, N. J., 
on June 14,1821. While receiving a common 
school education he became anorphan. Fora 
year he worked asa farmers boy and then be- 





‘came apprenticed toa carriagemaker at Mat- 


awan, N. J., but not finding the pursuit agree- 
able he went back to Trenton, where he busied 
himself in learning to make brushes, At the 
age of sixteen his inventive genius began to 
show itself, and at that time of life he con- 


structed a brush drawers’ vise, which is now 
universally used. In the same year he went 
West, making part of his journey on foot, At 
St. Louis, in 1842, he resumed the brash busi- 
ness, and while there aided in constructing the 
first omnibus ever used in St. Louis, called the 
“Great Western.” It often earried 100 per- 
sone, and was the first monitor-top vehlele 
ever built, 

In 1844 Mr. Campbell first had his attention 
called to printing presses by repairing the 
presses of the Siatesman of Columbia, Mo., one 
of which was the first press taken weat of the 
Mississippi River. 

While residing in Paducah and Linneus, Mo., 
he dabbled a little in bridge building. Happen- 
ing to have his attention called to an offer of 
orge Bruce of this city that $1,000 would be 
aiven for a press that would print 500 eopies 
an bour, he went to work to solve the problem, 
to find at the end, however, that the time for 
submitting plans had expired. 

On coming to New- York to attend the World’s 
Fair of 1853, Mr. Campbell invented a press- 
feeding machine intended to feed forty sheets a 
minute. A. B. Taylor & Co. were persuaded to 
build it, and besides Mr. Campbell became en- 
guged as their foreman. He continued with 
them till 1858. During this time inventive de- 
Vices followed in quick order, and Mr. Oampbell 
built preases for Harper & Brothers and Frank 
Leslie, the first ever produced with table dis- 
tribution, as well as the first automatics. 

In 1858 he began business for himseif and in 
1861 brought out his country newspaper press, 
the first registering power printing presa for 
color work. Five years later the two-revolu- 
tien book press was offered and in 1868 an art 
press for fine illustrations. One of his works 
was a press for J. 0. Ayer & Co., upon which 
120 aipanace were printed a minute and on 
which 7,000,000 impressions Were taken from 
one fo Without perceptiblé damage to the 

lates. In 1876 he built for tne Cleveland 

ecader @ preas that prtaved 12,000 copies an 
hour. He also made the first press that printed, 
inserted, pasted, folded, and cut in one con- 
tinuous Operation. 

The werk of Mr. Campbell was always abreast 
of his time. Fifty patents he obtained apply- 
ing to every branch of press building. His fac- 
tory was on Wythe-avenue and Hewes-street, 
Brooklyn. ‘Mr. Campbell retired from an act- 
ive business life in 1880, and has since lived 
quietly in Brooklyn enjoying the fruits of his 

ustry. 

He leaves a widow, one daughter, and three 
sons. Funeral services will be held at 8 o’clook 
to-morrow evening at his home, 677 Gates- 
avenue, The burial will be private. 


RUDOLPH WYMAN. 

Rudolph Wyman, who died at hia home, 119 
East Seventy“first-street, on Sunday evening, 
wasa retired real estate owner, whose early 
life was spentin the California gold flelds in 
49, Mr. Wyman came to New-York from Ger- 
many in 1836, and since that time, barring a 
few years in California, he has centred his busi- 
ness interests in this city. He was an extensive 
traveler, a great student and lover of lit-

MILLIONS ARE INVOLVED 


IMPORTERS BATTLING WITH 
THE MONOPOLISTS. 
A TEST CASE BEING MADE OF THE CELE- 
BRATED “‘ WORSTED DECISION’ —THE 
WITNESSES EXAMINED. 


There is on trial in the United States Circuit 
Court, before Judge E. Henry Lacombe and a 
jury, a case of great importance to the Govern- 
ment and the commerce of this port—one 
which is destined to serve as a precedent for 
thousands of similar cases and which involves 
indirectly many milions of dollars. It is the 
suit of Ballin, Joseph & Co., importers, against 
Collector Daniel Magone for the recovery of 
money exaeted in payment of duty upon im- 
ported goods alleged to be in excess of the 
amount required by law. 

The case involves the eelebrated “ worsted 
question,” and is the first of a multitude of sim!- 
lar actions. Soon after the Harrison Adminis- 
tration came into power the Oustom Houses 
and Appraisers’ warehouses were emptied of 
their Democratic officials and refilled with 
partisans of the Administration, committed to 
the carrying out of the ante-clection contracts 
of the party. One of these eontracts, made 
with the manufacturers and commission mer- 
Chants in woolen goods, who supplied the Re- 
publicans with the bulk of their campaign fund, 


‘Was that woreteds should no longer be classi- 
fied as worsteds for purposes ef tariff taxation, 
but should be classified as woolens. 

At the first —— which presented 
iteelf, in April, 1689, just a year ago, the con- 
tract was carried out. One of the henchmen of 
the Dry Goods Cabinet in the Appraiser’s effice 
in Phbiladeiphia appraised an importation of 
‘worsted suitings as woolens, and the importer 
was required to pay the higher rate of duty 
fixed by the statute. @ appealed to the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, buat that offieial disre- 
garded the plain letter of the law and decided 
that worsteds were woolens for purposes of 
tariff taxation. This decision overruling the 
former construction of the lew by previous Ad- 
ministrations and by the United States Supreme 
Court has controlled the action of all the Ap- 
praisers at all the ports ever since. 

Importers have paid the dilference between 
the worsted and the woolen rates of duty on 
their worsted importations ever since under 
protest, and have begun suits against the OCol- 

ectors of the respective ports for its recovery. 
The number of such suite now pending through- 
out the country is said to reach into the thou- 
sands. The suit now in progress before Judge 
Lacombe is for the exevss of duty paid upon 
= invoices of weolens in April and May, 

Stephen G. Clarke and Edwin B. Smith of 
Btanley, Clarke & Smith appear as counsel for 
the importers, while the interests of the Gov- 
ernment are in charge of- District —— — 
Edward Mitchell and his assistants, Henry C. 
Plats and James T. Van Rensselaer. Secretary 
B. A. Hinds of the Woolen Goods Association 
is watching proceedings for that organization. 
Among the men the Government is depending 
upon to make out its case are A. D, Juilliard, 
Edward H. Ammidown, A. F. Libby, Howard 
Randolph of Sullivan, Vail & Co., David Ein- 
stein of the Raritan Weolen Mills Company, F. 
W. Otheman of Otheman, Dyer & Southwiek, 
James Phillips, Jr., Henry M. Farr, and Amory 
Whituey. The importers were represented yes- 
terday by Ernest bok ai ag of Ballin, Joseph & 
Co, D. MeKeever of KB. Herrman, Steinbach 
é& Co, William Sulzbacher of Sulzbacher, 
Gittermar., & Wedeles, Jerome Bernheimer, and 
Herman Hahlo. 

The @ase has been on trial for a week and 
there have been nearly twoscore of witnesses 
examiyied. Among the witnesses for the 
plaintiff were several English manufacturers, 
some of whom were makers of the goods in- 
volved in the suit Edward R. Merrall of Mer- 
rall & Sons, Keighley, Yorkshire; Wiiliam 
Firth, spinner, of Bradford, England; William 
Hey, Isidor Sonnethal of Charles Seaman & Co., 
and William Barraclough, manufacturers, of 
Bradford, are among the foreign witnesses who 
have testified in the ease. 

The direct question involved is a simple one. 
It ie whether the.goods upon whica the duties 
were paid were worsteds or woolens. Ali the 
testimony is that they are worsteds, Mr. 
Clarke in his opening made an elaberate state- 
ment showing the distinction between worsteds 
and woolens, and how that distinction had 
been recognized in the tarifflaws of the coun- 
try in.every act from 1816 down to date. Even 
Where the rate of daty was the same on both 
kinds of goods the different nomenclature was 
maintained. 

The Secretary of the Treasury held that the 
goods were composed of wool fibres, and were 
therefore dutiable as woolen goods. This, Mr. 
Clarke said, was amore begging of the ques- 
tion, for worsted yarn and worsted cloths were 
also compose’ of wool fibre, the difference be- 
tween Woo] and worsted yarns or cloth arising 
altogether from their different preparation and 
mwenipulation. 

The case goes on to-day, the defense having 
vegun yesterday.

REPLY TO DUNRAVEN. 


THE NEW-YORK YACHT CLUB 
NEW CHALLENGE. 


Becretary J. V. 8. Oddie of the New-York 
Yacht Club gave out yesterday the letter writ- 
ten to Lord Dunraven by the committee ap- 
pointed to reply to the inquiry as to whether 
the challenge to race for the America’s Cup last 
year holds good this season.

DR, JOHN HALL’S SUPPORTERS ROUTED 
IN THE NEW-YORK PRESBYTERY. — 


The Presbytery of New-York met yesterday 
at10A.M.in the lecture room of the Scotch 
Presbyterian Church, on Fourteenth-street, 
near Sixth-avenue, It was called to erder by 
the Rev. R. ©. Sample. The following officers 
were elected: Moderator—The Rev, Jesse F. 
Forbes; Stated Clerk—The Rev. 8. D. Alexan- 
der; Permanent Clerk—The Rev. James H 
Hoadly; Temporary Olerk—The Rev. J. J. 
Lampe. The principal business on hand was 
the eleetion of fourteen delegates and fourteen 
alternates to go to the General Assembly, which 


meets on May 15 at Saratoga and which will 
act finally on the question of the revision of the 
Weatminster Confession of Faith. 

A caucus of the friends of revision, under the 
leadership of the Rev. Dr. sense Crosby, had 
been held, and a ticket of delegates or ‘‘ Com- 
missioners,” as they are called, had been nom- 
inated. It was evident from the development 
of the proceedings that those who, with the 
Rev. Dr. John Halil opposed revision, were not 
80 well Organized. It was also clear that the 
latter were in a decided minerity. The voting 
did not disclose exact figures of course. On 
the list of ministerial Commissioners Dr, Hall, 
for example, got 50 votes, but there is no doubt 
that some of these were from men who did not 
agree with him on that partioular question. So 
in the 90 vetes for Pe Crosby some non-revis- 
jonists were include But out of 113 votes al- 
together there were not more than 40 who were 
opposed to revision.

PLATT’S WALL-STREET WOE. 


HIS EXPRESS COMPANY’S STOCK GOES 
DOWN FIVE POINTS MORE. 


Statesman Thomas C. Platt’s Wall-street sor- 
rows continue, The Stock Exchange quotation 
for his United States Express stook dropped 
four or five more points yesterday. It is now 
down to $70 per share. A week ago it wasup. 
around $90 a share. Such a break for sucha 
stock—a stock with a small capital whose 
shares are supposed to be well distributed—is 
altogether out of the usual run of things in 
Wall-street. Consequently there are abound- 
ing and interesting theories current to ex- 
plain it. 

Mr. Platt’s friends explain the decline by at- 
tributing it to the cutting down of the dividend 


rate, which they say should bea bullrather than 
a bear argument on the stock, being, they urge, 
the carrying outof a conservative policy sure 
to — the company in the end. 

all-street has some other theories, however, 
that do not quite rhyme with these cheering 
views of the Platt coterie. One of these irrev- 
erent theories 1s that the recent lively gyra- 
tions of Statesman Platt’s Tennessee Ooal and 
Iron stock proved so expensive for somebody 
that somebody was obliged to sacrifice the ex- 
press company stock at any price at which the 
market would take ft. There are even intima- 
tions that this pinching unhappiness was felt 
up at Albany pretty severely. 

Yet another theory has it that Platt has been 
done up by Brer Brice.

A SNAG IN THE WAY OF REORGANIZING 
THE TARIFF ASSOCIATION. 


The proposed resumption of the New-York 
Tariff Asacciation, which has been for so long 
a source of interest to the insurance companies 
doing business in this city, has struck another 


guag. % 

The committee which has in its care the work 
of securing pledges to support the association 
has sueceeded in obtaining the signatures of 
almost all of the big companies. In fact, is 
said to have obtained all save that of President 
Moore of the Continental Fire Insarance.Com- 
pany. He, however, absolutely declines to 
sign any agreement which does not embody the 
pretection of local agents in all parts of the 


country by demanding that the members of the 
Teriff Assoeiation shall agree not to pay New- 
York brokers more than 15 per cept. commis- 
sion on any business outside of the metropoll- 
tan distriot, and further that they shall agree 
not to write at less than the tariff rate through 
New-York brokers. 

The new agreement is far more liberal than 
the provisions suggested by Mr. Meore. It was 
made elastie, it is said, because of the over- 
whelming influence of the*brokers, who per- 
ceive that, should the restrictions named by 
Mr. Moore be put upon their business, there 
would beavery startling diminution in their 
profits. Mr. Moore’s reasons for his stand in 
the matter are these: ‘The loyal local agents 
throughout the country should be protected 
from the system of rebate and rate cuttings in- 
dulged in by the great agency companies 
through the big firms of New-York brokers.” 

Frem these insurance men seen by a TIMES 
reporter yesterday it was Jearned that should 
the formation of the association be delayed 
more than afortnightor so no association would 
be formed. The greatest efforts have been made 
on every hand by most of the companies to 
secure the desired organization, but they are 
i perigee 4 reaching the condition when they ses 
their further efforts useless. Should tne at- 
tempts fail, the companies will be confronted 
with an era of increased demand on the parts 
of agents and there will be war to the knife in 
order to secure business.

LONG HOUKS AND SMALL PAY. 








THE MAKERS OF KNEE “ PANTS” STRIKE 
FOR AN ADVANCE IN WAGES. 


The makers of knee pants have now taken 
their turn at striking for an advance of wages, 
The partial success of the shirtmakers and. 
makers of pantaloons in compelling the sub- 
contractors to make seme advance in wages 
and to shorten the hours of labor have encour- 
aged them to action, for all employed in these 
three branches of industry work under the same 
sweating system. Sub-contractors take the 
work from the manufacturers and distribute it 
among the working people—men, women, and 
children—either under the task-sweating sys- 
tem, by which the operative is obliged te make 


® certain number of garments in a week for a 
stated amount of wages, or by piece work, the 
payment for which is so low that no more 
money can be made than under the sweating 
system. 

Mest of the operatives engaged in the manu- 
facture of knee pantaloons are Russian and 
Polish Jews, They say that with twelve to 
fourteen hours’ work a day they are unable to 
earn more than $5 to $6a week. They donot lay 
the fault entirely upon the individual sub-con- 
tractors, but gay that their misery is due to the 
elose competition among these sub-contractors, 
who have been underbidding one another in their 
eagerness to secure jobs. The manufacturers, 
of course, are selfish eneugh to give out work 
te the lowest bidder regardiess of what sufter- 
ing may be entailed upon the poor men and 
women who have to do the work. Thus the 
wages of the actual workers have been steadliy 
— — until they have reached the starvation 
point, 

The makers of knee pants and pressers or- 
ganized a union and then made a demand for 
an advance of from 10 to 25 per cent. The sub- 
contractors declared that they could not afferd 
to pay an advance, to which the workers re- 
plied that their only remedy, then, lay ina 
strike, for when the manufacturers found that 
the work could not be done they would be 
obliged to pay the contrastors more to enable 
the latter to pay the workers the advanee de- 
manded. They have established a headquarters 
at 165 East Broadway. 





TO STUDY SHAKESPEARF.

REOTOR WILLIAMS RESIGNS. 

The Rev. Pelham Williams, who, as rector of 
St. Stephen's Protestant Episcopal Church, in 
Patchen-avenue, Brooklyn, introduced a ritual 
altogether too high for the congregation, re- 
signed his charge after the evening service on 


Sunday. His resignation will take effect on 
Trinity Sunday. 

Mr. Williams’s action was a surprise to every 
one, and was very suddenly determined upon, 
foron Friday he expressed a very firm deter- 
mination to remain. He does not go now, he 
explained, because of his conduct of the service, 
Sat because of the criticisms of his action at the 
recent elections, when, it is elaimed, he ruled 
out several competent veters.

THE TAX ON NURSERIES. 





A PROTEST AGAINST THE PROPOSED 
TARIFF ON TREES AND PLANTS. 


Fred W. Kelsey of 208 Broadway has for- 
warded the following letter to the Ways and 
Means Committee of the House regarding the 
proposed tariff on trees and plants: 


NEW-YORK, April 12, 1890, 
Wave and Means Committee, the Hon. William Me. 
Kinley, Chatrman: 

GENTLEMEN: It is difficult to account for the rea- 
eons that have induced you to include in the pro- 
pee tariff bill all nursery products in the way of 

rees and plants that have for a number of years 

past been admittedfree. Some ten or a dozen years 
ago there was this duty of 20 per cent., which, it 
was found, did grees injustices to the great mass of 
producers in this country, and was therefore taken 
off.in the previous tariff revision. With a large 
acquaintance and correspondence all over the coun- 
try, I am able tu speak with some authority and un- 
derstanding upon this question, and, in behalf of 
this interest, wish to protest against such duty 
again being levied. 2 

The number of persons or the percentage in 
value that are in any way protected by any tariff 
upon products of this olass is infinitesimal, and in 
no way commensurate with the injury done to the 
thousands of persons engaged, directly and indi- 
rectly, in: the nursery and plant business. The 
—— of nearly all nurseries, from Maine to 

Jalifornia and fromm Canada to Texas, 18 largely de- 
pendent upon small seedling stocks that are of 
necessity imported, and must, with or withouta 
tariff, continue to come from that source in the 
future, as the — of these stocks here is pro- 
hibited by climatic and other conditions over 
which Congress or the people have no control, 

This being the fact, for every one that is protected 
or benefited by any tariff, be it more or less, there 
are 999 burdened with just that additional amount. 
Besides this, every dollar added to the cost of these 
small seedling stooks, which comprise a very large 
percentage in value and amount of all the importa- 
tions of this kind, tends to make the competition in 
the great ———— sections of the country all the 
closer, and to demoralize a business conducted now 
upon véry close margins, and one in no condition to 
stand any additional burdens. It is, therefore, to be 
hoped that you may see your way clear to amend 
this portion of the proposed Dill so as to allow all 
nursery or plant products to be admitted free, as 
under the present law, 

This retarn to conditions that were found im. 
— snigaths poe < and largely injurious — ago would 

e not only retrogradiiig instead of advancing, but 
would certainly produce a reaction of sentiment 
among the thousands of intelligent business men 
and laborers now engaged in this business, even 
among those whose sympathies and sentiments 
would otherwise be with your commiteee in its 
laborious efforts to equitably adjust this important 
tariff matter. 

If there are any points upon which infermation is 
desired relating to the above statement of tacts, or 
to the subject generally, I should be most happy in 
behalf of this interest to explain them or present 
additional facts in person or by letter, as most 
agreeable to your committee. 





TO KEEP REOORDS OF OITY PROPERTY. 

Centroller Myers is considering the advisa- 
bility of sending to Albany an amendment to 
his bill providing for the appointment of four 
official searchers in the Bureau of Arrears of 
Taxes and Assessments. Objections to Mr 
Myers’s original bill have come from the Law- 
yers’ Title Guarantee and Trust Company and 
other sources on the ground that the eity should 
not go into the business of making money from 
the searching of the records. 

Mr. Myers now thinks that an amendment 
which would provide for the keeping of a gen- 
eral ledger account with every piece of prop- 
erty in the city might be desirable. His idea is 
to have the books written up so that the condi- 
tion of a piece of property as to taxes, water 
rent, &¢., Can be ascertained ata giance. The 
cost of preparing such books would be very 
large and would involve the employment of 
several expert accountants and searchers, 
After the ledgers are compieted the servives of 
two bookkeepers at abouts $2,000 a year each 
would be required. An amendment embracing 
these points may be sent to Albany in a day or 
two. 





COOL. WEBER'S PREPARATIONS 

Federal Superintendent of Immigration We- 
ber is making thorough preparations for re- 
eolving immigrants on and after April19. The 
alterations in the Barge Office begun under bis 
direction are progressing rapidly. The regis- 
tration will be done on the new second floor in 
the annex portion of the building. The baggage 


will be handled on the ground floor. Detained 
immigrants will be held in the former quarters 
of the Shipping Commissioner. Dr. Guiteras of 
the Marine Hospital Service will look after sick 
immigrants, and will be assisted by Dr. Hough- 
ton. 

Arrangements have been made with the Long 
Island Coliege Hospital by which sick femaie 
immigrants will be cared forin that institution. 
Male patients will be sent to the Marine Hospi- 
tal on Staten Island.
